‘The Son of a Gun 
Grows on You 


ee When Carl Sandburg had finished his six 
& monumental volumes on Lincoln, he said of that 
‘- gaunt, sad man: 

“The son-of-a-gun grows on you.” 

He does. He is growing on America, its 
philosophy. 

I deliberately did not write about him at the time of his birth- 
day, preferring to wait and see what was said about him. There 
was hardly a publication that did not have a cartoon, an editorial. 
an article or some form of comment about him. 


His birthday annually brings forth more discussion than anv 
other American birthday, including, even, that of Jefferson, Jack- 
son and Woodrow Wilson. There was a great mass of comment 
on Roosevelt's birthday, but he has but too lately left us as to be 
sure about the continuance of it. He very likely will have it. 


But we must wait to see. 

Few men in public life grew as did Lincoln. Few were 
Growth as intellectually honest as he” This honesty of his mind 
was so starkly revealed to the people that at times it looked like 
failure and weak indecision. 

In the midst of a great civil war which seemed lost. when the 
press and the orators clamored at him to outline a policy, he 
patiently said: 

“My policy is to have no policy.” 

He realized that the great, kaleidoscopic events of his time, 
thundering on like great freight cars out of control on tracks from 
whence all signals were gone, could not be confined in a nice little 
graph of policy. He always was suspicious of men who could draw 
up the neat little diagrams to show where the nation, or its Presi- 
dent, should go. 


One thing he was sure about—he wanted to save the nation. He 
did not take office determined then and there to abolish slavery. 
He had the idea of getting Congress to appropriate money to pay 
Southern slave owners and thus abolish it. an idea Jefferson had 
advanced at a time he sought to have the Constitution of the United 
States prohibit slavery. Southern slave owners opposed it and de- 
feated it. But Lincoln brought it up before Congress in 1862, when 
the war was on. Congress would not listen. He brought it up to 
Georgia's Alex Stephens in the last year of the war, but Jefferson 
Davis would not listen. 

But, he wanted to save the nation. He knew that. He said 
once, in answering an attack by an anti-slavery editor: “I would 
save the Union. I would save it the shortest way under the Con- 
stitution. ...If there be those who would not save the Union unless 
they could at the same time save slavery, I do not agree with them. 
If there be those who would not save the Union unless thev could 
at the same time destroy slavery, I do not agree with them. 

If I could save the Union without freeing any slave, I would do it. 
and if I could save it by freeing all the slaves, I would do it: and 
if I could save it by freeing some and leaving others alone, I would 
also do that.” 


Those who say that compromise is wrong, do not understand man 
and they certainly do not study Lincoln. 


thinking and its 


Message Congress heard, in his message of 1862, some of the 

most sublime language in our written record. Plead- 
ing for compensated freeing of slaves, he said: “The dogmas of 
the quiet past are inadequate to the stormy present.” (Years later 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, was to say less eloquently, but more 
succinctly, “We cannot go back to the horse and buggy era.’’) 
Lincoln pleaded with Congress to adopt his plan to end the war, 
asking them to act so that future generations would judge them 
well. It has an Old Testament sound to it, the sublime passage 
below: 

“Fellow citizens, we cannot escape history. We of this Congress 
and this Administration will be remembered in spite of ourselves. 
No personal significance or insignificance can spare one or another 
of us. The fiery trial through which we pass will light us down, 
in honor or dishonor, to the latest generation. . .. We shall nobly 
Save or mednly lose the last, best hope of earth. Other means may 
succeed; this could not fail. The way is plain, peaceful, generous, 
just—a way which, if followed, the world: will forever applaud, and 
God must forever bless.” 

Congress paid it no 
plan of it. 

[ have said here often that the only supremacy which will en 
dure is the supremacy based on justice, knowledge and human 
rights... In 1858 Lincoln was engaging in debate with Stephen 
A. Douglas. The following was found by Sandburg among 
the memoranda of that period. It explains my belief. Said Lin- 
coln, in 1858: 

“If A can prove, however conclusively, that he may, of 
enslave B, why may not B snatch the same argument, and prove 
equally that he may enslave A? You say A is white. and B is 
black. It is color, then: the lighter, having the right to enslave 
the darker? Take care. By this rule, you are to be slave to the 
first man you meet with a fairer skin than your own. You do not 
mean color exactly? You mean the whites are intellectually the 
superiors of the blacks, and therefore have the right to enslave 
them? Take care again. By this rule, you are to be slave to the 
first man you meet, with an intellect superior to your own. But, 
say you, it is a question of interest: and if you can make it to 
your interest, you have the right to enslave another? Very well. 
And if he can make it his interest, he has the right to enslave you.” 

All persons, especially those in positions of public office, presi- 
dents,. governors, legislators, would do well to ponder another of 
his statements. 

“In times of crisis men should utter nothing for which they 
would not willingly be responsible through time and in eternity. 
... I shall do nothing in malice. What I deal with is too vast for 
malicious dealing.”

Negroes founded by Booker T. Washington. 

They tell a story about the design of those windows 

Someone had given the fund for the purchase of the windows 
to the institute and a world-famous firm of New York, creators 
and makers of such windows, was engaged to make these. 

The artists of the New York firm worked long and diligently 
and, when their work was done, submitted the designs they had 
made to the institute*for approval. 

Now, the border around the windows was a beautiful thing, 
with the fleur-de-lis of France as the motif. And at Tuskegee they 
began to wonder what special significance, for their Negro race, 
there could be in the fleur-de-lis. 

So they sent the design back, with the suggestion it would be 
much more appropriate if, instead of the fleur-de-lis, a- reproduc- 
tian of a cotton blossom was used. a | 
Unfamiliar So the New York artists replaced the fleur-de-lis 

with what they imagined to be cotton blossoms and 
resubmitted the designs. And those at Tuskegee, when they saw 
it, laughed. The New York idea was no more like a cotton blossom 
than it was like an orchid of the Andes. 

Then they gathered some cotton blossoms, packed 
fully and sent them to New York. At last the artists were able 
to perfect the design as desired. Today you may, if you visit 
Tuskegee, see those stained-glass windows and the cotton blossoms 
in their borders. 

They were right, at Tuskegee. The Negro of America and cotton 
are indissoluble. Without one, there could not have been the 
other. The Negro was brought to this country to meet the cry 
for hands in the cotton fields. Without him the cotton, which lor 
so long was the economic keystone of American economy, could 
not have been produced. You cannot write the history of one 
without writing the history-—-at least in 41s basic causes—of the 


other. 

. . It has heen too easv to look down. 
Workers in the Fields from the  sophistical heights of 
the city, on the farmer, the laborer in the fields, as a “‘rube, a 
gullible fellow who toils long hours for little return. 

This is not true, has never been true. In final analysis, farm 
worker and. city man alike gain but one thing from their toil, that 
is a living. And the farmer who owns his land, produces his own 
food, knows a type of living, an independence and a security be- 
yond anything the city can offer. 

Furthermore, there is a certain simplicity, yet awareness of 
the spirit which can come only from the close contact with nature— 
and through nature with God—that only the worker on the land 
can know. The very touch of the soil, the odor of the new-turned 
earth as the plow cuts slowly through the sod, the simplicity of 
the growing things and of the animals of the farm, constitute 
links with the mysterious Creator of all life that no one, confined 
within city streets and city walls, can experience. 

Thus, though his labor may be long and hard, though he may 
not boast the formal education of some, the honest worker in the 
fields enjoys a communion which many of us mighty envy. 

And, through generations, the Negro, as a race, knew this com- 
munion. Not consciously, perhaps. His mind and heart, like his 
soul, was simple, childlike. But Jesus himself said of the children 
and the childlike, “For of such is the Kingdom of Heaven.’ 

It seems to me, when we would raise political or economic bars 
against the Negro. we are ourselves losing a factor in democracy 
which could be very valuable.
